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A YOUNG mum from Haverhill had a ‘mira¬ 
cle escape’ after her car smashed head-on 
into a tree and then landed upside down in 
a ditch. 

Alison Birch, 27, lost control of her Vaux- 
hall Astra as she approached a bend on the 
brow of a hill and ended up crashing off the 
road. 

On Tuesday, Alison told how she feared 
that the car was going to explode and how 
she desperately fought to free herself from 
the wreckage. 

The mother, who has a 9-month-old baby, 
managed to crawl out of the passenger win¬ 
dow of her car and emerged relatively un¬ 
scathed. 

She said: “It felt like I was trapped inside 
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the car for ever. It was probably only minutes 
but felt like a lifetime when the panic took 
over. 

“It was eerily quiet to start with but then I 
could hear the engine still running so I pan¬ 
icked. 

“I kept thinking about the fuel tank be¬ 
cause I knew it was full and I just thought it 
was going to explode. After checking I could 
wiggle my toes and move, I managed to 
crawl out of the window.” 


Alison had been driving to a training ses¬ 
sion in Cambridge on Wednesday, March 
16, when her car left the road shortly before 
8am. She says she was driving at around 
55mph on the road which had a speed limit 
of 60mph. She managed to adopt the brace 
position as she knew the crash was coming, 
but didn’t expect to hit the tree. 

Alison was taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Cambridge and miraculously had only 
suffered minor cuts and bruises. 

She added: “The paramedics could not be¬ 
lieve I had managed to walk away after see¬ 
ing the state of the car. 

“They said I was very calm even though I 
was in shock. I’m just so thankful my baby 
boy Scott wasn’t in the car.”

Flood strategy 
helps vulnerable 

KEY revisions have been made to a Suffolk 
flood risk document in order to protect some 
of the county's most vulnerable communities. 

Important changes concerning drainage, 
surface water risk and watercourse/flood 
investigation have been made by Suffolk 
County Council to the Suffolk Flood Risk 
Management Strategy, and come in with 
immediate effect. 

The most important area of the strategy 
that has been strengthened is how Suffolk 
ensures that new housing and commercial 
development does not increase flood risk, 
focussing on using sustainable drainage 
systems (SuDS) wherever possible. 

The document lays down guidelines for local 
agencies, planning authorities and developers 
to work together. The primary principle is 
that developers should be putting in above¬ 
ground SuDS to deliver flood management, 
management of water quality and amenity and 
environmental enhancements. It also specifies 
that long-term maintenance processes for 
drainage systems are put in place. 


HOUSING 

New homes hit 
landmark 

AN extra 25 per cent affordable homes 
have built in West Suffolk compared to 
the previous year, bringing construction to 
a three-year high. 

From 2015 to 2016, 200 new homes 
were built with the 200th coming as part 
of a larger development in Kedington built 
by Bloor Homes. The figure is in contrast 
to the 145 affordable homes that were 
built a year earlier. 

Cllr Sara Mi Id may-White, West Suffolk 
lead member for housing said: "Having 
access to a suitable home is important for 
the health and wellbeing of individuals, 
families and communities. 

"Forest Heath and St Edmundsbury 
councils have made homes for our 
communities a top priority and I am 
delighted with the steady progress 
being made. There is no simple solution 
or quick fix to achieving this. Every 
opportunity has to be seized and we are 
lucky in working with equally committed 
partners."

Police changes 
roll in - but not 
enough staff yet 


SUFFOLK Constabulary has 
revealed there will not be 
enough officers to fill roles at 
Haverhill police station after 
cuts are rolled out this week. 

The force said that the 
town’s Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) would be los¬ 
ing one police constable and 
three police community sup¬ 
port officers (PCSO). 

And due to problems find¬ 
ing new recruits, Haverhill’s 
SNT will only be able to fill 
three of the five PCSO roles 
it has planned when the cuts 
come into effect on April 4. 

The changes to staff will 
leave the police station with 
one sergeant, three police 
constables, three PCSOs and 
one inspector - which will be 
shared with Sudbury as the 
two towns are combined to 
form one of nine new polic¬ 
ing “localities”.

police station - along with all 
but three across the county - 
will close. 

County policing com¬ 
mander, chief superinten¬ 
dent David Skevington said: 
“As the Constabulary has 
moved towards the launch 
of the new policing model 
on April 4, 2016, complex 
staffing issues have been ad¬ 
dressed to ensure that the 
correct people are placed at 
agreed locations across the 
county. 

“A number of PCSOs were 
placed ‘at risk’ as a result of 
the re-design, furthermore 
the role they perform has 
changed. Core duties have 
been re-defined, working 
hours have changed and 
some locations have moved. 


Alongside this, police officer 
recruitment has opened with 
a number of PCSOs applying 
for these roles. 

“The work to ensure that 
all the PCSO posts in the new 
model are filled is under way 
and is progressing well, but 
will not be completed un¬ 
til planned recruitment and 
staff moves have taken place. 

“This will mean that some 
Safer Neighbourhood Teams 
will have some vacancies for 
the first few months of the 
new financial year, however 
every effort is being made 
to ensure we select the best 
people to be part of the com¬ 
munity policing team.” 

The changes to funding, 
announced in December, 
were intended to help Suf¬ 
folk police save £20.5 million, 
although this target has been 
reduced after a boost in fund¬ 
ing from the Home Office.

Three arrests 
in drugs raid 


CLASS A drugs have been 
seized and three arrests 
made in Haverhill as part of 
a series of police raids tar¬ 
geting drug dealing. 

Officers executed a war¬ 
rant at a property in West¬ 
ern Avenue, Haverhill, on 
Wednesday, March 16. 

They discovered a quan¬ 
tity of Class A drugs, and 
arrested three men - a 
50-year-old from the Bury 
St Edmunds area, a 31-year- 
old from Haverhill and a 
27-year-old from Haver¬ 
hill - on suspicion of being 
concerned in the supply of a 
controlled drug. 

The 27-year-old man was 
also arrested in connection 
with a burglary in Haver¬ 
hill and an attempted bur¬ 
glary in Colchester. He was 
charged with the Haverhill 
burglary where iPads and 
handbags were stolen, and 
was remanded in custody 
until he appears at Ipswich 
Crown Court on April 14. 

The other two men ar¬ 
rested during the Haverhill 
drugs raid have been bailed 
to return to police on April 


HANNAH MIRSKY 
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29, so that officers can make 
more inquiries. 

The warrant was one of 
a series carried out across 
West Suffolk targeting drug 
dealing. 

Officers searched 23 peo¬ 
ple and arrested 10 as they 
executed the warrants. They 
seized around 400 wraps of 
Class A drugs, with an esti¬ 
mated value of £6,000 as well 
as a quantity of cannabis, 
cash and mobile phones. 

Four people - two men 
aged 42 and 35 and a 
39-year-old woman, all 
from Bury St Edmunds, as 
well as an 18-year-old man 
from Peterborough - were 
all arrested after a raid in the 
Station Hill area of Bury on 
March 17. 

After class A drugs were 
discovered at the prop¬ 
erty, they were interviewed 
in custody and have been 
bailed to return to police on 
lune 17. 

A further three people - 


men aged 21 and 22 from 
Bury St Edmunds and a 
16-year-old boy from North¬ 
amptonshire - were all ar¬ 
rested after a warrant on 
the same day in the Mitchell 
Avenue area of Bury. Drugs, 
phones and cash were 
seized and the three have 
been bailed to return to po¬ 
lice on May 17. 

Det Insp Karl Nightingale 
said: “We know that a num¬ 
ber of recent crimes have 
been linked to drug supply 
into the area and we will 
continue to act on informa¬ 
tion we receive to disrupt 
this activity. We would ask 
anyone with details about 
those dealing in their com¬ 
munity to call police using 
the non-emergency number 
101 or to ring Crimestop- 
pers, anonymously if re¬ 
quired, on 0800 555 111.”

New arts centre bar leads 
to more improvements

A NEW bar has been installed at 
Haverhill Arts Centre - and now or¬ 
ganisers plan to carry out another 
round of improvements. 

Feedback for the bar - which has 
been painted in two shades of green 
and includes ‘feature lighting’ - has 
been “overwhelmingly positive”, 
according to Nick Keeble, arts and 
leisure manager. 

The positive feedback comes in 
spite of the fact that the tables have 
yet to be delivered after the supplier 
suffered a flood at their premises. 

Referring to the new paint, Mr 
Keeble said: “We thought putting the 
whole venue in one colour might be 
a bit one-dimensional, so we have 
taken the theme and worked with 
another colour palette.” 

He added oak panels used on the 
ground floor had been used again in 
the construction of the bar and on 
some of the high chairs, and a new 
vinyl wood floor had been installed. 
Special lighting on the walls now 
spells out the words ‘theatre bar’. 

The finishing touches to the bar 


mark the completion of the second 
phase of the refurbishment - which 
has been funded by a £125,000 
grant from Haverhill Town Council. 

Both phase one - which involved 
a complete refurbishment of the 
cafe, and redecoration and instal¬ 
lation of a projector in the studio 
- and phase two came in under 
budget, so organisers plan to carry 
out further improvements. 

“Once you start you just can’t 
stop,” said Mr Keeble. 

“We have now realised the rest of 
the centre needs to come up to the 
same standards. 

“We have now included a third 
stage which will focus on other 
public areas, including the first 
floor foyer and upper floor foyer. 

“It’s been done to keep everything 
in the house style to freshen it up 
and give it a more contemporary 
feel.” 

The new look for the cafe, studio 
and the bar was designed by Ash¬ 
ley Lloyd, a first-year BA Interior 
Design student at West Suffolk Col¬ 
lege. 

Her design included theatrical el¬ 
ements, such as suspended jam jars 
and top hats in the cafe.

Police force 
to take on 
more officers 

SUFFOLK police are to recruit new 
officers for the first time in two 
years.

Around 100 police officers will 
be recruited in a phased process 
throughout the year, the force 
said. 

These new roles will take over 
from officers who leave the force 
due to retirement of by natural 
turnover. 

A lift on the recruiting freeze 
means there will be around 1,100 
officers patrolling Suffolk. 

The new recruitment drive 
comes after an increase in 
council tax for policing in the 
county, as well as an improved 
funding position from the Autumn 
statement.

Living with 


autism 



HOW much do you know about 
autism? Ahead of World Autism 
Awareness Day on Saturday, 
Hannah Mirsky spoke to local 
people who experience the 
condition on a day-to-day 
basis... 


EMMA Croker, who works for vul¬ 
nerable adults charity Leading 
Lives, says public understanding of 
autism tends to be outdated. 

“People associate it with [1988 
film] Rain Man - assuming eve¬ 
rybody with autism is great with 
numbers,” she said. 

In fact autism can affect people in 
wide range of ways. 

Tim Smart, a support worker 
at Leading Lives’ Haverhill com¬ 
munity hub, said: “It’s such a wide 
spectrum - it runs from people you 
wouldn’t have a clue had autism to 
people where it’s obvious. It’s al¬ 
most like people with autism live in 
a different world. It’s trying to make 
those worlds meet and not collide.” 

There is no simple way to define 
autism. The National Autistic Soci¬ 
ety describes it as “a lifelong, devel¬ 
opmental disability that affects how 
a person communicates with and 
relates to other people, and how 


they experience the world around 
them”. 

Trevor Cook, who lives in Haver¬ 
hill’s Arrendene Road, has two sons 
on the autistic spectrum: Charlie, 
23 and Toby, 21. 

He says that when they were 
growing up they were “like chalk 
and cheese”, adding: “Charlie was 
very quiet, no eye contact. He was 
really quite static. But Toby - I had 
to put locks on the doors!” 


He said that he had little knowl¬ 
edge of autism when the boys were 
diagnosed. 

“It’s hard to understand really,” 
he said. “No-one really could give 
you a future: will they get better, 
will they get worse?” 

Emma said that there were cer¬ 
tain traits which people with autism 
had in common. They included a 
need for slower, shorter instruc¬ 
tions in conversation, little sense of 


danger or consequences, and a bit 
more support with practical tasks 
such as paying bills. 

Pat Glancy, who is 66 and lives 
in Haverhill, has autism. She says 
things she enjoys include writing, 
word searches and collecting teddy 
bears, but she struggles if it’s “very 
noisy with lots and lots of people”. 

She gets help from support work¬ 
ers with practical tasks like house¬ 
hold chores and paperwork. 

Support worker Tim said that 
the important thing when meeting 


people with autism was simply to 
engage with them as a person. 

“Wherever you go you will meet 
people as you find them. You don’t 
need a diagnosis - everybody’s just 
different.”

£11.8bn and 14 years: 
The pothole repair bill 

FIXING roads in England and Wales 
will cost £11.8 billion and take 14 
years, according to a new report. 

The Asphalt Industry Alliance 
survey of local authorities said 
the time it would take to bring 
roads to a "reasonable condition" 
has risen by a year in the last 12 
months, despite more than two 
million potholes being filled. 

The survey said that although 
the number of potholes filled over 
the last year has dropped, the 
figure remains high at 2.2 million. 

The report found it would take 
over a decade to clear the backlog 
of repairs in England and Wales, 
and said 67 years was the average 
time before a "non-principal 
road" is resurfaced in England - a 
30 per cent growth since last year. 

£28.4 million was paid in road 
user compensation claims last year.
